The Christmas Message and the Home 


The whole story of the Christmas message is in terms of 
the home. Its supreme truth is revealed in the birth of a 
child in the most humble environment the world has ever 
known. All the infinite potentialities of the unfolding of 
human life are contained in the incarnate spirit of the 
Christ-child. All the terms expressing fundamental prin- 
ciples of the Christian faith are taken from the home. With- 
out the continuance of home life as a living reality it is 
impossible to interpret the message of Christmas and the 
Christ-life to any day or generation. 


This is one of the most serious obstacles which prevents 
the Church from voicing the message of Christmas in living 
terms to our own times. Mere historical accounts, pictur- 
esque stories, theological disquisitions or ritualistic presenta- 
tions can not in themselves tell the Christmas message in 
its fullness and power. It needs the living embodiment of 
the Christmas spirit in the home. The greatest immediate 
task of the Church is to preserve and Christianize the home. 
The Christmas season is a most appropriate time for the 
renewal of this task. 


The report of the Joint Commission on “The Home and 
Family Life,” to General Convention, gives some timely 
observations and advice on this subject when it states: 

“Allowing for notable and beautiful exceptions, it is gen- 
erally true that in America the home has ceased to function. 
Our ills grow out of the breakdown of the home.” 


“Modern conditions are slowly but surely weakening home 
life. What with child labor, women in industry, the growing 
evil of divorce, impatient attacks on the established order 
and such modern conditions as crowding families into 
apartment life and encouraged by the drift toward con- 
gested city communities, the Church is face to face with 
problems of great magnitude under difficulty, calling for 
consecrated, organized and individual effort and prayer. 

“The employment of children in industry during the 
period of their adolescence has far-reaching consequences, 
stunting their growth, morally, spiritually, mentally and 
physically. In the future the activities of churchmen must 
be concentrated to a larger extent upon the positive and 
constructive work of raising the standard of social and eco- 
nomic morality. The social problem of our generation does 
not consist of the fact that individuals fall into distress. It 
is that, whether they fall into distress or not, large numbers 
of persons derive a meagre and precarious livelihood from 
—and more important, surrender their personal liberty and 
the initiative to—an organization of industry, which appears 
to offer others considerable affluence and freedom to the 
point of irresponsibility. It is to that problem and its 
symptoms, excessive riches and excessive poverty, degrad- 
ing conditions of work, bad housing, infantile mortality and 


child labor, unemployment, that in the future the officers. 


and members of the Church must increasingly address them- 
selves,” 

Excessive poverty and excessive riches alike destroy the 
true ideal of a Christian home, The former destroys chiefly 


the material fabric of the home; the latter destroys the 
spiritual meaning of the home. 


After having helped to build up the material fabric of 
the home it is the duty of the Church to spiritualize that 
fabric with the gift of the Christian spirit of love and ser- 
vice. In many homes of wealth our youth are being reared 
in an environment so selfish and materialistic that all social 
instincts and natural affection are strangled. Kathleen Norris 
tells a touching story which illustrates this: . 


“A friend of mine once was kneeling beside the bed of a 
beautiful eight-year-old, who was going on a long journey, 
away from father and mother for awhile. They were pros- 
perous people, rich people, indeed, but everything but love 
failed here, as everything else must at the great moments of 
life and death. 


“ ‘Mother,’ the little girl said, ‘will you put on the big 
white apron you wore that Christmas Annie and Lizzie were 
both sick, when we all trimmed the tree and sang hymns and 
you cooked the turkey and we didn’t have any servants at 
all—just you and dad to take care of us?’ 


“*We remembered that Christmas,’ the mother told me 
afterward. ‘The maids were sick, the friends we expected 
couldn’t come, we thought it was an absolute failure!’ ” 

We most earnestly endorse the plea of the Joint Com- 
mission above quoted for the revival of family religion in 
these words: 


“There is probably no greater need facing the American 
people today than family religion; no greater menace to 
their moral stability than the habitual disregard of God as 
the God of the family. The unit of our social institutions is 
not the individual but the family and we shall never have 
a Christian nation until we have Christian homes where 
Christ abides and the Gospel is present. The home is the 
place of refreshment and he is wisest who also makes it a 
place of spiritual renewal. It is out of the home where there 
is a corporate recognition of God, where His name is hon- 
ored and the fires of devotion are kept burning on the 
family altar, where the Bible is an open book and its pre- 
cepts are made the rule of life—out of such homes come 
the sons and the daughters upon whom rests the future of 
our land.” 

We would recommend that we make the Christmas- 
tide of this year of our Lord, 1925,, an occasion for the 
witnessing to our faith, both by faithful attendance at our 
Church services and the consecration of our lives to the 
restoration of the true ideal of the Christian home, where 
the Christmas message can find its true embodiment and 
reveal to the weary, waiting world the angels’ song of 
joy and peace. 
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ADVENTURING FOR CHRIST AND HIS CHURCH 


There was much quotation at General Convention of a 
remark of Bishop Brent’s made during the debate on the 
Federal Council. Another Bishop called him a poet. “No,” 
said he, “I can not claim to be a poet. I am a spiritual 
adventurer.” Those words,“spiritual adventurer,” are, I think, 
words which each and every one of us will do well to 
ponder. How much are we ready to adventure for Christ? 
Are we ready to take chances or are we bound by the spirit 
of caution? What about our relation to the forward work of 
the Church? What is our influence in our own parish? Do 
we help it towards that glowing faith in God and Christ 
and our fellowmen which is the source of the spiritual 
adventure? Or are we always blocking the way, always 
counselling caution? 

What about our attitude towards the problems of society 
and Christ’s relation to them? Are we ready to trust Him 
to lead us in the maze of politics and economics? Are we 
ready to take the chances and urge our nation to follow 
Him in its relations with other nations? Are we willing to 
submit the world to His rule and take the chances as to 
where it will bring us? Or do we give Him lip service, 
knowing well that when it comes to the test we dare not 
take the chances of letting Him become Lord of the society 
of men or the purposes of nations? Such questions cover all 
life. I ask them now only to come to one of them which 
bears very practically upon our everyday Church life. 

What is the matter with so many of our parishes and 
missions throughout the land? They are nearly stationary. 
Year by year they struggle along, little churches, moderate- 
sized churches, bigger churches, with heart and mind and 
soul absorbed in the one problem of how to get through the 
year without a deficit. We all know them. A good many of 
us have a share in them. We all know the devoted work of 
the clergy. We all know the tireless effort of many a 
vestryman and many a splendid Guild woman. Why, then, 
so few people reached? Why, then, so little impression upon 
the life of the community? 

We can find many answers. Each in its way is no doubt 
true. They range all the way from emphasis upon the difli- 
culties presented by a materialistic and pleasure-loving age 
to the scathing criticism of leadership in the Church. All 
these familiar explanations have their truth, their value for 
us in the study of the problems of the Church. Each is in a 
way an interpretation. But what about spiritual adventure as 
another approach to the problem? How many of us in our 
parishes dare even to believe that Christ can come with 
power into sordid and sinful human lives? How many of 
us are ready to risk the adventure, to start out actually to 
bring the town to the feet of Christ? How many of us hon- 
estly believe that the Church has a mission, that it is its 
business to win Tom, Dick and Harry for Christ? We have 
little sense of mission. That is perhaps one reason our of- 
ferings for missions come so slowly. We are not bound upon 
a great adventure to save the world. We are engaged in a 
modest effort within strict limits of propriety and ecclesias- 
tical regularity to safeguard our own souls and keep going 
an institution to which family and friends have tied us 
rather closely. Instead of the knight-errant with his armor 
of light and flashing sword setting out upon his adventure 
to win the world for Christ, our ideal is of some sedate and 
cautious person chiefly concerned with things as they are. 

Yet that is not our religion. Christianity is militant, for- 
ward-moving, world-conquering in its spirit—and the Lord 
Christ is as the mediaeval world pictured Him a veritable 
knight-errant, a leader of the forces of love, a spiritual 
adventurer. Is it not true? 


SOME EVENTS IN THE DIOCESE 


Speaking of adventure, I found it the other day at Red- 
wood City. There is a parish sixty years old which has had 
just the kind of existence to which I have referred. It has

had devoted priests and devoted people but in spite of some 
“ups” it has had a good many “downs” and never seenied to 
get ahead; never seemed to make much appeal to the com- 
munity or much impression upon it. Then came a change. 
Three or four years ago the people began to take the situa- 
tion to heart. Two or three years ago rector and vestry 
began to say that the Church must begin afresh. Thinking 
and planning, they decided to move. Last February, soon 
after Mr. Clay had come from Philadelphia, the vestry began 
to work on the plans. Today they are completing a fine new 
parish house, architecturally an ornament to the com- 
munity, large enough to hold 300 people in its main hall, 
with study and club rooms and a little chapel and a large 
stage which will be used as a chancel (curtained off from 
the hall) until the new church is built. It is strategically 
located opposite the new high school. They have sold. the 
old site and borrowed enough money to complete the build- 
ing. It has been done in faith that the Church has a real 
mission in Redwood and that with the new equipment and 
on the new site.the work will go forward steadily on a big 
scale. All honor to rector and vestry. The Diocese believes 
that their faith will be rewarded and prays for God’s bless- 
ing upon the whole parish. 

Four new clergy are coming into the Diocese, men of 
proved character and ability. The Rev. W. L. Wood comes 
from Massachusetts to Ross to be rector and also to teach 
in the Divinity School. The Rev. Lindley Miller comes from 
Hood River, Oregon, to St. Clement’s, Berkeley. Archdeacon 
Martyr leaves a most successful missionary work in North 
Dakota to take Martinez and all the eastern country districts 
of Contra Costa County. He is a brother of the Rev. F. A. 
Martyr of Hanford, who for so many years was the loved 
vicar of St. Clement’s, Berkeley. The Rev. Oscar Green of 
Lockhart, Texas, succeeds Mr. Evens at All Saints’, Palo 
Alto. We welcome these men to our Diocesan family and 
look for great things from their ministry. | 

The resignation of the Rev. David Evans and his retire- 
ment from the active ministry after his many years. of 
service at Grace, San Francisco, and all Saints’, Palo Alto, 
fortunately does not take him from us. He will live in Palo 
Alto. But I can not let his retirement come without putting 
on record the appreciation which we all feel of the fine and 
special contribution which he has made in all these years to 
the life of the Diocese. He has brought us the truest fruits 
of wide and varied reading, of high and fine culture and of 
a rare poetic gift and fancy. He has gladdened us always at 
Christmastide and often through the year with his verses—~ 
deeply spiritual, full of insight, throbbing with restrained 
emotion. He has taught us in his life the ways of Christ. 
We have loved him and honored him for what he is—a true 
Christian gentleman,

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All Souls’, Berkeley, Celebrates Twentieth Anniversary 


Celebrating the twentieth anniversary of the founding of 
the church, All Souls’ Church, Berkeley, held a series of 
services and meetings beginning Sunday, November 1, clos- 
ing with the annual meeting and birthday dinner on the 
following Tuesday evening. 

Under the leadership of the Rev. Richard M. Trelease the 
parish has grown from a small beginning into one of the 
foremost parishes of the Diocese. Mr. Trelease, the vestry 
and the members of All Souls’ deserve the heartiest con- 
gratulations and good wishes. 

The following account of the splendid development of 
All Souls’ Church is taken from The Berkeley Churchman: 

“Twenty years ago All Souls’ started with a few members 
of St. Mark’s Parish who heeded the rector’s request that 
they should help the new work in their neighborhood. To- 
day there are 582 communicants. (The figures are from the 
Diocesan Journal of 1925 and so are the figures of the nine- 
teenth year of All Souls’. The new figures will not be avail- 
able till January, 1926.) There are only two churches re- 
porting more communicants—the Bishop Kip in Berkeley 
and Trinity, San Jose. 

“The Sunday School is larger than any in the San Fran- 
cisco Convocation and is sixth in the Diocese. : 

“It is sixth in the number of persons presented for con- 
firmation during 1924. 

“A very good idea of the financial condition is to be 
gathered from the assessment for Diocesan work. We find 
All Souls’ ninth in the Diocese. In the matter of missionary 
Biving it stands seventh. 

“The Young People’s Fellowship of All Souls’ ranks with 
that of the Cathedral at the top of the list. 

“All Souls’ has a temporary but delightfully homelike 
Church that breathes the heartiest of welcomes to every 
stranger, whom it rapidly adopts into its family life. The 
parish house is most attractive and is built with the idea 
of enlarging in the near future. The vicarage is located at a 
short distance from the church and is a most attractive 
residence. 

“During the celebration of the twentieth anniversary 
everyone was patted on the back except the present vicar. 
Owing to his skillful presiding no one had an opportunity to 
say what one thought of him. The instructions he gave the 
speakers were: “Reminisce; tell of beginnings, and don’t 
talk too long.” In fact, at some meetings his gavel inter- 
rupted the too-longers most violently. 

“Stowe’s Clerical Directory is authority for the following 
is authority for the following information about the vicar. 
It states that the Rev. Richard M. Trelease was born in 
England in 1886, that he is the son of Richard Trelease and 
Jessie (Hoadly), that he graduated from the Church Di- 
vinity School in 1918 and was ordained by Bishop Nichols, 
that he married Ruth B. Walker in 1919, and that his first 
work in the ministry was as director of Religious Educa- 
tion in St. Mark’s Parish, Berkeley. 

“But the Directory does not tell of his hard work, of his 
ability as a preacher, of his humor and of his story-telling 
power, of his genius for putting people to work. Of his 
geniality, of his fidelity and of his devotion, who can write? 
We who work with him know him and love him. We thank 
God for his ministry in our city.”

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“Poca Housa but Mucha Heart” 


A well-known American, journeying in Mexico, visited a 
small adobe cottage. The owner greeted him with the 
courtesy common to the Latin race. “Poca housa,” he said, 
“but mucha heart.” In other words—a little house but a big 


heart, a cordial welcome. 


The Archdeacon is endeavoring to tie the parishes and 
missions of the Diocese in closer bonds of fellowship. Some 
of our Church buildings may be small and unpretentious 
but they all radiate an atmosphere of comradeship, fellow- 
ship and hospitality. “Poca housa but mucha heart.” 


More than 200 men of the Convocation of Oakland met 
the other evening at dinner in the interests of greater fel- 
lowship among our churches of the East Bay region and 
for the consideration of Church extension. Bishop Parsons 
and Dr. Barnwell were the principal speakers. 

The commodious new parish house at St. Peter’s, Red- 
wood City, is nearing completion and is expected to be 


ready for occupation about December 18. The building will 


cost $26,000. The Rev. A. E. Clay is the rector. He has a 
well-trained Church School. 

The Rev. Leland H. Tracy of St. John’s Church, San Fran- 
cisco, is planning to take under his care our little church 
at South San Francisco and see that the people there are 
shepherded. 

Over the door of one of our churches is this greeting: 
“Welcome! We ask not what thou art. If friend, we greet 
thee hand and heart. If stranger, such no longer be. If foe, 
our love shall conquer thee.” “Poca housa but mucha heart.” 

The Archdeacon recently baptized the infant son of our 
Japanese priest. The little one’s name is Francis Tokiwa 
Tajima. The middle name, Tokiwa, means “Rock of Ages.” 
Three other Japanese children were also baptized. A goodly 
congregation was present, including some thirty or more 
children. Hymns were sung in English and Japanese. The 
children recited in a beautiful way the Lord’s Prayer, the 
Apostles’ Creed and answered creditably many questions 
from the Church Catechism. 

A nice piece of constructive work has been done at St. 
Paul’s, San Rafael. The Church owns a fine corner property; 
the old Church building has been renovated, the grounds 
beautified and a new rectory built. The rector, Mr. Bradley, 
takes a leading part in the life of the community. 

At St. Luke’s Hospital, San Francisco, Miss Kennedy and 
her staff, with the ninety-two student nurses under her care, 
begin each day by reverently repeating the Lord’s Prayer 
and cheerfully singing a hymn. The nurses belong to all 
denominations. On Tuesday evenings they attend in a body 
a service in our beautiful chapel. This service is under the 
direction of the Rev. Mr. Oehloff, who has endeared himself 
as our chaplain there for the past ten years. To hear the 
way the nurses sing is a real inspiration. 

Christmas customs vary in different parts of the Diocese. 
In one parish the vestry always send their rector a fine 
turkey, with a little note of appreciation for his services. In 
others the Guilds take the lead in this regard and remember 
in some little way the choir and sexton. Sometimes, thought- 
ful parishioners remember their vicar with a late book. 
Others manifest at least the fine spirit of the Mexican and 
say, “Poca housa but mucha heart.” 

An enthusiastic meeting was held recently in a private 
home in St. Francis Wood, San Francisco, when plans were 
made for the speedy securing of a suitable location for a 
church for that fine residential district. | 

Has your church or mission an atmosphere that speaks of 
home, friendship and brotherliness? Do your part to mani- 
fest the sunshine of the Divine Presence. 

The great need of the Diocese is the love that manifests 
itself in unfailing good will and the joy that rings Christmas 
bells all the year round. 

Let this coming Christmas be to us a day of re-dedication 
to our Lord and to the service of His Church. On Christmas 
Eve let us read again the old, old story of the dear Christ’s 
Nativity. And as we read, let us rest happy and peaceful 
in the simple old faith. Nothing has happened or can happen 
to disturb it. What the Church has been saying for two 
thousand years she will keep on saying till time shall be 
no more: “I believe in Jesus Christ, God’s only Son, our 
Lord, Who was conceived by the Holy Ghost, born of the 


Virgin Mary.” This is the message we all need to take to 
heart and believe implicitly. It will fill our lives with the 
joy and peace that passeth all understanding. “Oh heart, 
return to Bethlehem, where God and the angels are.”

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Armistice Day Service, Trinity Church, San Francisco 
By Frep J. CLAxTon 


For several years now Trinity Church, San Francisco, has 
held a most inspiring service on the Sunday preceding 
Armistice Day and as there were doubtless many “listening 
in” who had no idea of the setting or background of the 
service may I, for their benefit and also of those readers 
who have never been in Trinity, give them an outline? 

Trinity was the first Episcopal Church organized in Cali- 
fornia. The present building is of solid rough stone, with a 
massive Norman tower containing a fine bell which, unfor- 
tunately, is never rung nowadays except at 3:00 p. m. on 
Good Fridays. 

In the chancel are three beautiful stained glass windows 
by German artists representing the Resurrection, Sermon on 
the Mount and Christ blessing little children. In the south 
transept are three by Belgian artists which are considered 
by experts to be works of art. They represent Christ before 
Pilate, Christ on the Cross and Christ bearing the Cross. 
Other windows in the church are the Good Samaritan, 
Adoration of the Magi, Angel appearing to the Shepherds, 
Behold, I Stand at the Door and Knock; the Ascension, 
Resurrection and Transfiguration. 

On the wall of the south transept is a handsome, carved 
marble mural memorial to the Rev. Scott Flavel Mines, first 
rector of Trinity, 1849-1852. The Lectern is a beautiful, 
bronze angel, in memory of the Rev. David McClure, one- 
time rector emeritus of Trinity.- On one of the pillars sup- 
porting the arch of the Chancel is the bronze memorial to 
the founders of the church. 

The Chancel was hung with flags and the band of the 
Thirtieth Regiment of Infantry, from the Presidio, was 
seated on chairs behind the choir stalls. 

Among the guests of honor were the commanding officers 
of the army, navy, marine corps, national guard.and the 
consuls of the allies, with their staff, in uniform. 

Following the choir in the processional came the armed 
color parties of the army, navy and marine corps, then 
deputations from the American Legion, British, French and 
Italian war veterans, Red Cross, American Women’s Over- 
seas League and other war organizations, each with their 
colors, of which there were over thirty carried in the pro- 
cession, and when they were ranged along the front pews 
of the church and the north and south transepts one can 
realize what a colorful scene it was. 

The large congregation stood, of course, while the proces- 
sion made its way slowly up the main aisle and as each flag 
went by, carried by men with medals on breast, one was 
given a thrill at the recollection of the days when they faced 
the enemy, not so many years ago. 

The singing of “The Star Spangled Banner,” “Onward, 
Christian Soldiers,” “Mine Eyes Have Seen the Glory” and 
“America” by the vast congregation, led by the organ, under 
Mr. Benjamin S. Moore, was inspiring in the extreme, while 
the offertory anthem, “Land of Hope and Glory,” was finely 
rendered by the choir and soloists. 

The rector, Rev. Charles P. Deems, preached an appro- 
priate sermon typifying peace and victory with thankful- 
ness. 

After the memorial prayers and benediction the bugler 
of the Thirtieth Infantry stepped to the center of the chan- 
cel and sounded “Taps.” That was the supreme moment and 
was “felt” by all present and silence reigned.

A Christmas Sermon by Arthur Brisbane 


“And she shall bring forth a son and thou shalt call His 
name Jesus; for He shall save His people from their sins.” 
—Matthew 1-21. 


Nineteen hundred and twenty-five years ago tonight a 
young Jewish mother, pressed by the pangs of childbirth 
and turned away from other doors, found shelter in a stable. 
There was born a beautiful child, round whose fair head 
shone the light that has spread, so slowly, in this dark 
world. 


How far has Christianity advanced toward realization? 
“This is My commandment: that ye love one another, as 
I have loved you.”—John 15-12. 


Look at Europe, at Russia, France, Germany, Poland, Italy, 
Greece—all “Christian” nations. Nineteen hundred years 
have passed and that commandment is not obeyed. 


Christ did not say “this is one of many commandments.” 
He said “this is my commandment.” How is it obeyed? Men 
oppress one another, kill one another, cheat and rob one 
another—but love one another? No. 


“There is neither bond nor free; but Christ is all in 
all.” 


A few in this world have too much and cling to it with 
desperate covetousness. Hundreds of millions have too little 
or they have nothing and they are the slaves and obedient 
servants of those that have. True their bodies are not owned 
and the worse for many of them. If their bodies were 
property they would be fed. 


Read that last quotation and think of the wandering, 
hungry, homeless army of women and children in the East. 

If those teachings and warnings were taken seriously by 
those that have money and power how many things would 
change on this earth? 


But Christianity is young. What are 1900 years to this 
planet that we know to be already hundreds of millions of 
years old and destined to last—barring inter-stellar col- 
lision—other hundreds of millions of years. 


The world does get better, slowly. Women are no longer 
animal property bought and sold—except in out of the way 
places. Children are not legally exposed at birth, to be 
devoured by dogs or kept as slaves, perhaps ingeniously 
mutilated to make them profitable beggars.

The annual autumn meeting of the Diocesan Assembly of 
The Daughters of the King was held at All Saints’ Church, 
Waller street, San Francisco, on Saturday, October 31, the 
Rev. Schuyler Pratt, preacher and celebrant at the Eu- 
charistic service at 11:00 a. m. Mr. Pratt preached a splen-— 
did, stirring sermon. He voiced his appreciation of what 
The Daughters of the King had done in the past and of their 
value to the churches in which they served. He urged them, 
to further effort and greater zeal. 


The attendance was unusually large, many chapters being 
represented; unfortunately, some chapters were not repre- 
sented by a single member. 

The members of Annunciation Chapter, All Saints’, were 
the hostesses and their efforts were supplemented by the 
basket lunches which members of the visiting chapters 
brought. Flowers of rich autumn tints graced the tables 
and tea and coffee were served by Annunciation Chapter, 
after which a social hour followed. Bi-yearly meetings are 
—the spring meeting on the last Saturday of April, at which 
reports are read, and the annual meeting, which is held the 
last Saturday of October, the day nearest Saint Simon and 
Saint Jude, the day of unity of spirit and love, a saints’ day 
peculiarly fitting for The Daughters of the King, where an 
exhortation for earnest contention for the faith was once 
delivered to the saints, and the Gospel for that day com- 
mands that we love one another. Every Daughter of the King 
should keep these two assembly meetings in mind, for the 
gathering together in one accord is absolutely essential to 
the well-being of the Order. The coming together is inspir- 
ing and helpful. 

The Rev. Schuyler Pratt opened the afternoon session with 
the Prayer of the Order and the Collect, after which Mrs. 
S. L. Abbot, the president, called the meeting to order. 
Mrs. Mary T. Gamage, the corresponding secretary, called 
the roll and while many chapters were strongly represented 
in numbers there were several chapters that did not respond, 
much to the regret of all. 

Shortly before the annual meeting a conference was held 
by the members of the Council and important matters were 
discussed. Suggestions were made that the spiritual growth 
and the work of the order be strengthened and the spiritual 
work was emphasized. The Daughters of the King is the one 
organization of the Church in which finances play a small 
part. Dues are voluntary but the needs are great. Some 
chapters, realizing this, voluntarily increased their dues, that 
all may help alike; hence, it is incumbent on all and not a 
few to participate in helping. Frequently matters come up 
that demand immediate attention and instead of a few re- 
sponding a call is made on the treasury and the obligation 
is met at once. Some of the needs that The Daughters of the 
King are called upon to answer are: A certain sum yearly 
for the Bishop’s Bed at St. Luke’s Hospital; a small sum 
monthly for a member of the Old Ladies’ Home; helping out 
some one at the Relief Home. In passing it might be added 
that several Daughters of the King visit the Relief Home 
often; one Daughter is making it her duty to go weekly, 


. Often daily. Flowers are sent to sick or for a Daughter who 
-has entered into Life Eternal. Visits to the sick and needy, 
helping at the Canon Kip Mission—a crying need for work- 


ers there is stressed. One Daughter goes every Wednesday 
afternoon, another’ who is employed during the day goes 
once a week in the evening to teach sewing, while another 
‘goes when her busy life permits as she is a physician and 
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her hours are not always her own. Several Daughters assist 
in the work of the Needlework Guild and in that way the 
institutions of the Church are supplied with necessary 
articles. Some of the chapters have a small box for offerings 
for the Business Women’s Inn’s own building, a building that 
is sadly needed as the present Inn is inadequate for all who 
should be accommodated. The Inn is a home-like place and 
does not have the age limit that some institutions have. 
Every Christmas The Daughters of the King fill huge stock- 
ings for the occupants of the Inn, and it is assured that none 
is forgotten. The Seamen’s Church Institute and the Marine 
and Base Hospitals are also remembered. The Daughters of 
the King send a Christmas box to the men at the Seamen’s 
Institute and the boxes are packed as daintily and are as 
festive-looking as though they were for personal friends. 
In order that sailors who go to sea before Christmas may 
be remembered the boxes are sent early and anyone reading 
this who desires to contribute may do so. Donations may 
be sent to the clergy or to any of the officers whose names 
appear at the head of this article. 


Inasmuch as the work of the Order covers considerable 
territory it was decided at the conference to have a vice- 
president for every Convocation. The Bay district has a 
large contingency and an officer was appointed for that 
territory. The Peninsula embraces all the cities down that 
way and is called the San Jose Convocation. San Francisco 
Convocation has a vice-president. District meetings are 
called twice a year by the vice-presidents, who confer with 
the president, and these officers hear reports and consult 
about the best way to upbuild the Order and they seek to 
assist the welfare of all. 


The Diocese of California was well represented at the 
Convention held in New Orleans in October. Mrs. Sarah B. 
Daniels, a beloved and valued member of St. Luke’s Chapter, 
was the delegate for The Daughters of the King and read 
the report of the Diocesan secretary. Mrs. J. Wilmer Gresham 
of Grace Cathedral Chapter was present when Mrs. Daniels 
gave the report and at the assembly meeting spoke in high 
praise of Mrs. Daniels’ clear enunciation and said that her 
voice could be heard in every part of the room. Mrs. Gres- 
ham told some interesting items of the various meetings of 
The Daughters of the King. It is interesting to note that some 
of the meetings were held in a Jewish synagogue, while the 
opening service of the Convention was held under the mag- 
nificent oaks in a park lent by the city of New Orleans, there 
being no building large enough to hold all who desired to 
attend. Mrs. J. T. McCormac, president of Ruth Chapter, All 
Souls’ Church, Berkeley, was the alternate and expected to 
be present to supplement Mrs. Daniels’ report at the as- 
sembly but a recent sad bereavement and delicate health 
prevented. Mrs. Louis F. Monteagle of St. Luke’s Chapter, 
though tremendously busy with the Woman’s Auxiliary af- 
fairs, found time to attend several of the meetings and was 
present at the luncheon given for them. A Daughter of the 
King from San Mateo, who had been intending to go to New 
Orleans, found she could not and very kindly sent Mrs. 
Victor H. Morgan, wife of the assistant of St. Matthew’s 
Church, and so the Diocese of California was ably repre- 
sented. Interesting and most welcome news came for The 
Daughters of the King, as $400 has been set apart for two 
Daughters of the King who are attending the school for 
deaconesses at St. Margaret’s House in Berkeley. Each stu- 
dent will be given $200 for two years in order that they 
may complete their studies without being anxious about ex- 
penses. 


Another bit of good news is that Mrs. E. B. Fish of Em- 
manuel Chapter, Christ Church, Alameda, and Mrs. Sidney 
H. Morgan of Seattle, both of the Eighth Province, were 
elected members of the Council. This is eminently: satis- 
factory to everyone and makes sure that this Province will 
be well represented. With Mrs. Birney, the national presi- 
dent, who is wintering in California, Mrs. Morgan attended 
a Diocesan assembly meeting at Long Beach on November 3. 
Mrs. Birney is coming to San Francisco some time during

SOCIAL SERVICE DEPARTMENT RECOMMENDS PARDON 
FOR MISS WHITNEY 


At a special meeting held on November 17, 1925, the Social 
Service Department of the Diocese unanimously adopted the 
following resolution recommending the pardon of Miss 
Anita Whitney and the repeal of the California Criminal 
Syndicalism Law: 

Resolved, That this Department recommends the pardon 
of Miss Anita Whitney; and further, that this Department 
recommends the repeal of the California Criminal Syndical- 
ism Law; and that copies of this resolution be sent to the 
Governor of the State and the secretary of the Civil Liberties 
Association and also that it be published in The Pacific 
Churchman. 


EDITORIAL NOTE 


We are publishing above two communications received 
pertaining to the Anita Whitney case, which are diametri- 
cally opposed. We wish to state in the first place that both 
correspondents are fully within their rights in expressing 
their views on this matter. We agree fully with the senti- 
ments expressed in the first communication that the widest 
range of individual opinion among the clergy and laity 
should be permissible. 

We would further state that we are in agreement with the 
writers of the first communication if they mean that our 
Diocesan paper should exclude matters which are so 
extremely “controversial” that they may cndanger the gen- 
eral peace and unity of the Church and that matters which 
are exclusively “political” should also be excluded. 

We emphatically disagree, however, if they mean that 
nothing must appear in our paper except those subjects 
concerning which there is practically no difference of 
opinion in the Church. As a Diocesan paper, of course, we 
endeavor to conform in general, in matters of faith and life, 
to those things concerning which there is substantial agree- 
ment on the part of our Diocesan family. But to publish 
only those things concerning which we are in unanimous 
agreement would render our paper an innocuous, drab 
sheet and a mere mechanical echo of ecclesiastical pusil- 
lanimity. 

We also emphatically disagree with the above writers if 
they mean that political subjects invoiving real moral issues 
should be excluded from our paper. In publishing our edi- 
torial on the Anita Whitney case we fully believed that it 
was a matter pertaining to the State which involved a most 
serious moral issue and was fully within the cognizance of 
the Church. We further believed that our position was in 


substantial accord with the prevailing sentiment of our 
Diocese, taken as a whole and including the clergy and both 
men and women of the laity. We still feel that we are right 
in both of the above presumptions. 

In view of the fact that the two above communications 
reveal such diametrically opposite attitudes we feel that 
there is a serious need of a thorough and profound study 
of the whole question of the relationship of the Church to 
the State and the duty of the Church in bringing the _—— 
to bear on economic, social and political problems. 

We would earnestly recommend that the Department of 
Social Service plan for a series of conferences of clergy and 
laity in which this whole subject can be intelligently and 
conscientiously studied, as it is one of the most vital matters 


concerning the work of the Church in our day and gen- 
eration. 


REASONS WHY YOU SHOULD GO TO CHURCH

THE TEN COMMANDMENTS FOR TODAY

It seems a little strange that at this particular time, when 
youthful crime is causing so much anxiety and uneasiness 
among thinking people, that the Church should have decided 
after long deliberation to withdraw the Ten Commandments 
from its weekly service and to allow its priests to use them 
im a shortened form once a month. 


Flashed before the eyes of millions during the past year 
in the prologue to ome of the greatest motion pictures ever 
made are these words: “These Ten Commandments are not 
laws; they are ‘the law’ without which nations can not con- 
tinue to exist.” 


Everything in the universe has its law. If we do not obey 
that law, either knowingly or accidentally, we do not receive 
the benefit. 

If you jump or fall from a high building the law of gravi- 
tation will dash you to pieces on the pavement below, yet 
that same law holds your world in space and makes it pos- 
sible for you to live upon it. 

If you put your hand into a furnace at white heat the 
law of that fire will cause you to go through life a maimed 
creature, yet that same fire law obeyed will make your 
home a habitable abode in zero weather. 


The law of your body obeyed produces a wholesome and 
beautiful family, yet disobeyed that same.law makes you 
a derelict and a menace to the world. 

The law of your lungs is proper breathing. Obeyed, your 
buoyant health.makes your life a joy; disobeyed, you join 
the great company of those sad victims of the white plague. 

God’s law, and all natural law is God’s law, obeyed is 
always beneficent. We know all this and yet we teach it 
not. 

It makes no difference whether Moses received these 
commandments among the thunderings of Sinai or whether 
he compiled them from the code of Hamurabi of a thousand 
years before. The wonder of it is that we have them at all 
and that down through the ages they have proved themselves 
“the law.” Jesus did not come to destroy them. He came to 
fulfill them and he gave the great summary but they go 
into detail and teach us what it means to love your neighbor. 


, “Every man for himself” seems to be the slogan for those 
who break the law and yet we know no family, no city, no 
state, no nation can exist with that as its ruling thought. 
Bound together because we are one family, yet resisting 
and fighting the marvelous laws made solely for our sal- 
vation. Health, plenty, peace—the three things the human 
heart craves—all offered us if we but keep the law and 
yet we do not tell the children and we do not live the law- 
abiding life ourselves. 


Millions of money spent every year to bring back the law- 
breaker to health and citizenship which could be saved if 
these same lawbreakers had been taught by living examples 
the beauty of the life lived in conformity to the Ten Com- 
mandments. 


The Pastoral Letter tells us we need to know the religion 
“about Christ” as well as the religion “of Christ.” I wish the 
emphasis could be on the latter however. Let us recite the 
Creed once a month and the Ten Commandments every day. 
Let us say the Beatitudes every morning and read from the 
thirty-seventh to the forty-first verse of the twenty-second 
chapter of St. Matthew every evening. 


Let us teach our children that the Christ who is to be the 
great power in their lives said, “Lo, I am with you always” 
and “If ye love Me keep My Commandments” and did not 
emphasize his glory in a far-off heaven. Never until we live 
in touch with that Christ Who is “always with us” can we 
realize health and “the peace which passeth understanding.”

REALIZATION

A formula of life that works is worth a thousand theories. 
As a rule we know things before we work out a philosophy 
about them. If our experiences are in line with the general 
experiences of others under similar conditions we may de- 
pend on them, whether we can explain them or not. Trust 
in God brings peace and it matters very little what our ideas 
of God may be. If we forgive our enemies we find forgive- 
ness regardless of what ideas we may hold of the atonement. 
If we receive the Communion with clear perception of the 
spiritual reality it symbolizes we receive that something 
which “preserves our bodies and souls unto everlasting 
life” and it matters little what our idea may be as to the 
nature and operation of the sacrament. 


This power to get directly at reality some call intuition, 
while. others call it apperception — an inner perceiving 
toward a truth before we consciously know it. It all points 
to the fact that there is an inner knower in whom lies all 
potential knowledge. Said Jesus: “Everyone that is of the 
truth heareth my voice.” In other words, the truth which 
ome is recognizes the truth when he hears it. It is something 
he knows because it is something he is. The profoundest 
compliment one can pay to a speaker is to say, “That is 
myself.” The common people heard Jesus gladly because the 
divine self in them leaped to recognition of the divinity 
in Him. 

The failure to recognize the realities of life is seen in the 
presence of the various ills from which humanity suffers. 
We say “I am” many times daily without perceiving that 
we are using the identical name by which God made Him- 
self known to Moses. This is the word of truth we have lost. 
If when we say “I am,” we can perceive that it is one with 
the great / am, then the secret of health and power will be 
revealed as being within us. When the / am first spoke to 
Moses it seemed that He was in the bush, but when Moses 
left that spot the voice had located within himself. The full 
realization of divine trust is: God lives and manifests to me 
and in me and through me and as me. Get it as an inner 
realization and your ills will be gone. 


“The kingdom of heaven is within you” is from an 
authority we can not doubt. “Seek first the kingdom,” said 
the same Master, “and all these things shall be added unto 
you.” Everything proceeds from within. This is a basic 
principle of life’s evolving processes. We have to get away 
from the Christmas tree idea of life. That is, that things 
are hung on our lives as gifts on a Christmas tree. And we 
must accept the law as revealed in nature. Life is run on 
the peach tree plan. A peach is not made with outward 
activities but as a result of the processes of the tree life 
itself. 


Therefore, “work out your salvation,” your health, your 
affairs or whatever it is your life ought to express, “for it 
is God that worketh in you both to will and to do.” There 
fore, know that whether you eat or sleep or work or play 
or function in any natural way that there is no action apart 
from Him. He lives and acts and works and his work is 
perfect and complete here and now. There is no complete- 
ness except in Him and that can be realized only when we 
know that “in Him we live and move and are being.”

“The Unity of the Spirit in the Bond of Peace”

If one could realize how nearly attuned to the vibrations 
of one’s own heart strings are the charitable stirrings of 
others striving to do the same kind of work for Christ, that 
common ground of fundamental humanitarian interest—to 
far too many seemingly as yet an undiscovered country— 
would become a solid standing-ground of “get-together” en- 
terprise for the prayerful promotion of Christian Unity. 

The Saviour’s desire for the unity of His disciples was 
expressed in terms of that matchless “High Priestly Prayer” 
recorded by St. John. 

The constructive element in any work for Christian Unity 
is discoverable in the Lord’s Prayer. The “Our Father” binds 
all souls together in a common filial relationship to God, 
making them thereby more nearly ready for that Knitting 
together in one communion and fellowship in the mystical 
body of Jesus Christ our Lord. 

Years of pastoral visitation have disclosed the fact that 
hundreds upon hundreds of men and women are drawing 
nigh to God, and to myriads of their own kind, in the daily 
use of the Lord’s Prayer. The area of that common ground 
of interest in Christian Prayer is past human reckoning. 

In drawing near to God, one also draws near to one’s 
neighbor: that is the unchangeable basis of Christian fellow- 
ship, as well as the sure foundation of pastoral influence. 

It was the writer’s good fortune to have had as an asso- 
ciate and a friend, in the work at the San Francisco Hos- 
pital, the beloved priest of the Jesuit Order, the Rev. Fr. 
Henry Busch, whose all-too-short chaplaincy will never be 
forgotten by those who were privileged to know him. From 
his new field of labor, “Saint Andrew-on-the-Hudson,” he 
sent to the writer, with a note of remembrance characterized 
by a saint’s humor, a copy of a document on Prayer, pre- 
pared by him for a recent “Conference.” 

The mind and heart of the man, pointing the way that 
leads to an eventual realization of that “unity of the Spirit 
in the bond of peace” are in very truth unveiled in his 
opening words, quoted as follows: 

“In a conference such as this, on that most ascetic of all 
subjects, prayer, one is inclined to repeat with Thomas a 
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Kempis: ‘I had rather feel compunction than know how to 
define it.” For one feels that he is doing both himself and 
others an evil turn, if at the end of the conference they 
perhaps know whatever concerns prayer and yet do not 
know how to pray better. Such will be the case if the words 
charge and overcharge the mind and do not stimulate the 
heart. Yes, it is better to know how to pray than to know 
how to define prayer. Yet the knowledge of the definition of 
prayer need not keep us from praying, nor from praying 
well. And if one wants to be a man of work and worth, he 
must know the principle and have the courage to act 
upon it.”

Stop and consider that on Jaunary 1, 1926, the Diocese 
of Central New York and the National Council, so far as 
this Diocese is concerned, will be left without resources to 
carry on their work unless the annual canvass results in 
pledges which will guarantee the funds. 

Stop and consider that in accordance with a resolution 
adopted unanimously by the General Convention appropria- 
tions for the work of the National Church will not be made 
in excess of expected income as witnessed by the pledges 
of the people of the Church. 

Stop and think if any parish fails to meet its quota it 
may mean that some hospital, the only ene for hundreds of 
miles, in our missionary frontier will have to close its doors. 

Stop and think that if any parish fails to meet its quota 
the salaries of the missionary clergy, doctors, teachers and 
nurses will have to be reduced or workers withdrawn from 
the field. 

Look within and think! Do you as a member of this 
Church want a single piece of work which the Church is 
doing, in this Diocese or anywhere, abandoned? 

Look! Do you want to share the responsibility for the 
stopping of any forward movement of the Church, for the 
discharging of any missionary, for the closing of any hos- 
pital or school? 

Listen, then, and see that your parish meets its quota in 
full. 

Listen! Do you want it said that something can no longer 
be done because your parish, your Diocese, did not meet its 
quota? 

Then, do your part!
